Smietanka, 32, has been o n a 
leav e o f absence in England 
since Sep tember o bserv ing and 
stu d y ing the English co u rt sy s­ 
tem.

Differing fu nd amentally fro m 
p rev io u s ap p eals, Simo n’s o rd er 
to lo wer thermo stats no w p laced 
a d irect legal o bligatio n o n the 
ho u seho ld er o r p ro p erly -o wner 
to co mp ly . If he d o esn’t, he will 
ru n o u t o f o il. 
Co mmercial bu ild ings heated 
with o il mu st d ro p their ther­ 
mo states 10 d egrees. 
The teinp i'ratu re red u ctio ns 
mu st be mad e belo w the ther­ 
mo stat settings u sed in the 
co rresp o nd ing mo nth o f 197 2. 
Bu ild ings heated with gas, 
electricity o r co al are no t 
inclu d ed in this o rd er. 
The Fed eral Energy Office 
said it was making Jan. 15 “ the 
imp lementatio n d ate fo r all 
p ro v isio ns” — regard less o f 
v ary ing d ates o f legal effec­ 
tiv eness —• becau se o f su bstan­ 
tial rev isio ns that mad e it 
“ imp ractical to ex p ect instan­ 
taneo u s co mp liance.” 
The ad ministratio n has had 
mand ato ry allo c-atio n p ro grams 
in effect fo r p ro p ane since last 
Oct. 2 and fo r mid d le d istillate 
o ils, inclu d ing ho me heating o il 
and d iesel fu el since No v . 1. 
Bu t they are* relativ ely cru d e 
sy stems, assigning p rio rities to 
certain classes o f u sers, bu t 
witho u t the d etailed q u antities, 
p ercentages, and thermo stat 
red u ctio ns imp o sed by the new 
regu latio ns 
Ru les fo r gaso line, bu tane 
gas, ho me heating o il and d iesel 
fu el take elfect Jan. 11, rep lac­ 
ing ex isting p ro grams in effect 
u ntil then. The o ther regu latio ns 
are no w effectiv e and all o f them 
are to be f Uiij ap p lied beginning

TITUSVILLE, Fla. (AP) — Po lice ho p e infrared p ho to grap hs 
will sho w whether any mo re bo d ies hav e been bu ried in an area in 
which the remains o f fo u r females hav e been fo u nd since 
Thanksgiv ing. 
Au tho rities said 12 females between the ages o f 12 and 20 hav e 
been rep o rted missing in the area recently . 
An Air Fo rce p lane p ho to grap hed the strip o f o range gro v es and 
p ine wo o d s Thu rsd ay with cameras lo ad ed with infrared film. And 
p ho to ex p erts fro m the Natio nal Aero natic and Sp ace Ad minis­ 
tratio n were to team with p o lice inv estigato rs to d ay to stu d y the 
p ictu res. 
Po lice said any o ther bu rial sites in the strip — eight miles lo ng 
and less than a mile wid e —• might sho w u p in the p ictu res as ho t 
sp o ts fro m the heat giv en o ff by d ecay ing o rganic material. 
Brev ard Co u nty Sheriff Leigh Wilso n said he also wo u ld hav e 
teams co mb the strip acro ss the Ind ian Riv er fro m Cap e 
Canav eral again to d ay . 
The latest skeleto n to be u nearthed was o f a 12-to 14-y ear-o ld 
girl. It was was fo u nd Thu rsd ay in an o range gro v e. Ano ther bo d y 
was fo u nd Christmas mo rning; and two o thers, bo th sho t in the 
head , were fo u nd in late No v ember. 
“Yo u find fo u r girls d ead in an o range gro v e, and there mu st be 
a link,” said Wilso n. 
His chief inv estigato r, S. R. DeWitt agreed : “In my o p inio n, they 
are co nnected . At this time we hav e no thing to ind icate the co n­ 
trary .” 
The bo d y fo u nd Christmas d ay was id entified Thu rsd ay as that 
o f Caro ly n Jan Bennett, 17 , o f nearby Mims. She had been missing 
since No v . 11. 
DeWitt said the fo u rth bo d y was fo u nd by o fficers searching fo r 


d u es in Miss Bennett’s d eath. 
The first bo d y was that o f Pau la Hamric, 22, o f Titu sv ille. It was 
fo u nd at the no rth end o f the strip . A few d ay s later, the bo d y o f 
Nancy Gerry , 25, also o f Titu sv ille, was fo u nd near Mims, abo u t 
two -third s o f the way d o wn the strip . 
The bo d ies o f Miss Bennett and the girl were half a mile ap art 
and abo u t D/z miles so u th o f Mims, DeWitt said . 
Po lice said two o f the v ictims were last seen while hitchhiking. 
“These were bru tal m u rd ers,” said Wilso n, ad d ing that two o f 
the v ictims had their hand s tied behind their backs and all fo u r 
had bt>en at least p artially strip p ed o f clo thing.

o f Washingto n in a recent su rv ey inv o lv ing p o tential 197 6 
p resid ential co ntend ers. 
Resu lts o f the p o ll, released Thu rsd ay , ind icated that the 
p ro p o rtio n o f u nd ecid ed v o ters was large eno u gh to change the 
o u tco me in a p o ssible race between Fo rd , a Michigan 
Rep u blican, and either Demo crat.

No t quite a hundred y ears ago the 
Republican Natio nal Co mmittee called 
upo n William Tecumseh Sherman to 
accept a draft no minatio n fo r the 18 76 
campaign. 
The Civ il War general, no ted fo r his 
-ally 
ev aluatio ns, 
repo nded, 
“ If 
fo minaled, 1 will no t accept. If elect­ 
'd, I will no t serv e.” 
P"o r 
so me 
reaso n 
bey o nd 
o ur 
■o rnprehensio n, mo st brethren in o ur 
ine o f business, ascribe the general's 
. o mment as equal to the inscriptio n 
•Ahich Mo ses bro ught do wn fro m Mt. 
'■inai. 
This ex trao rdinary praise has o ne 
.iidcrstandablc reaso n behind it. The 
Piiih Estate sees so many self starters 
. ro mo ting themselv es into high places 
; at it is refreshing to no te a man o f 
:;'ent no t wanting to hustle himself 
into ano ther jo b. 


The reactio n, ho wev er, do es ex hibit 
a co mplete lack o f kno wledge o n the 
circumstances 
surro unding 
Sher­ 
man’s declinatio n. 
As the Unio n general who had left 
many So uthern states in tatters during 
the Civ il W^ar, he knew he wo uld lo se 
ev ery v o te in tho se states due to be 
enfranchised to v o te in 18 76 . 
He also realized the G.O.P. high 
co mmand was in dire need o f a can­ 
didate to wash away the bad taste fro m 
the scandals in the Grant Administra­ 
tio n. Sherman had no intentio n o f be­ 
ing a fall guy . 
Befo re his co nfirmatio n as Vice 
President, J erry Fo rd was being 
pushed fo r a repititio n o f Sherman’s 
stance. 
The sho v e came fro m bo th sides o f 
the po litical fence and still do es. 
Kno wledgeable Demo crats feel that 
Nix o n may hav e picked a winner fo r 
the 19 76 campaign if Fo rd sho uld 
decide the Vice Presidency is no t the 
end o f the line fo r himself. 
The latest Harris po ll suppo rts that 
hunch. It giv es Fo rd a 48 per cent 
plurality as against 44 per cent fo r 
Teddy Kennedy 
and 
co nsiderably 
fewer po ints fo r Senato r J ackso n. 
There is no assurance this straw po ll 
wo uld ho ld up as 19 76 draws clo ser. 
Neither is there any indicatio n it will 
deterio rate. 
Ambitio us Republicans are pressing 
P'o rd to anno unce a purely caretaker 
ro le. 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller resigned a few 
weeks ago as go v erno r o f New Yo rk 
state to dev o te full time o n target 
practice fo r the 19 76 campaign, and 
Illino is’ Senato r Charles Percy has all 
but said he ho pes to driv e a chario t 


thro ugh the Republican co nv entio n 
hall. 
Tho ugh speaking fo r their o wn ends, 
Percy and Ro ckefeller ado pt co mmo n 
language in say ing P'o rd’s first duty is 
to the current Administratio n. What it 
means is they ho pe J erry will go do wn 
the drain with Nix o n. 
Watergate to the co ntrary , po litics is 
no t all bad if o nly that no human ins­ 
titutio n o r endeav o r is free fro m it. 
It is to human nature what the liv er 
is to the bo dy . The liv er manufactures 
sev eral chemicals abso lutely v ital to 
life and when it ceases to functio n 
that’s the time to tell the undertaker to 
stand by . 
Put three peo ple to gether in any 
circumstance, in a ho use, an o ffice, a 
church, a scho o l, y o u name it, and 
within fiv e minutes each will be play ­ 
ing o ff o ne against the o ther perso n. 
This may no t be what J esus, Co n­ 
fucius, Mo hammed and the o ther great 
religio nists taught, but that’s the way 
we humans try to get things do ne. 
If peo ple did no t pursue this imper­ 
fect ro ad to perfectio n and ev ery o ne 
did his o wn thing all the time, life 
wo uld be an into lerable chao s. 
The o nly time we thro w o ff the 
apo lo gist’s ro le is when piety is in­ 
tro duced into the equatio n. 
“ I’m do ing this fo r the go o d o f,” 
leav es us co ld because it is so much 
what canno t be put in a family -o rient­ 
ed newspaper’s co ld print. 
Clay to n 
Fritchey , 
a 
v ery 
able 
co lumnist who takes a middle ro ad 
v iew o n public questio ns, wro te the 
o ther day that back in Octo ber, Fo rd 
was rumo red to be so eager fo r the 
Vice Presidency he was willing to 
reno unce any higher ambitio ns if 
Nix o n so wished. 
So me Demo cratic members o f the 
Senate J udiciary co mmittee which 
screens Presidential no minatio ns sug­ 
gested J erry so declare himself. 
Ho w so und the rumo r may be we do 
no t kno w, but luckily fo r himself and 
his party Fo rd did no t ado pt Sher­ 
man’s declaratio n o f his o wn. 
We happen to think he wo uld make a 
first rate President and fo r backing in 
that o pinio n recall a recent co mment 
by 
Phil 
Hart, 
a 
Demo crat 
and 
Michigan’s senio r Senato r. Said he, 
“ There is little similarity between Mr. 
Fo rd’s v o ting reco rd and mine, but I 
hav e co me to the co nclusio n that he 
wo uld be a steady and a decent and a 
believ able President.” 
The Senato r did no t mean to imply 
the time is nigh fo r the lio n and the 
lamb to lie do wn to gether; o nly that 
bargains are no t a thing o f the past. 
Sena to r Sa m Gives Wo rd 
To His Ag ing Co llea g ues 


The natio nwide reco gnitio n gained 
fo r Sen. Sam J . Erv in J r. thro ugh his 
chairmanship o f the Senate Watergate 
co mmittee dramatizes his decisio n no t 
to seek re-electio n nex t y ear.

To begin with, the basic id ea 
has been held co nstitu tio nal, 
ev en tho u gh it inv o lv es so me 
limitatio n o n the freed o m o f the 
press. The Su preme Co u rt has 
ru led that, ju st as a ho u seho ld er 
can bar u nwanted salesmen 
fro m his d o o rway , so he can bar 
u nwanted ad s fro m his mailbo x . 
The Co u rt said the ad v ertiser’s 
right to co mmu nicate d o es no t 
o u trank 
the 
right 
o f 
the 
ho u seho ld er to be let alo ne. 
To ho ld o therwise, ad d ed the 
Co u rt, “ wo u ld mak e hard ly 
mo re sense than to say that a 
telev isio n v iewer may no t tv sist 
the d ial to cu t o ff an o ffensiv e o r 
bo ring co mmu nicatio n.” 
Pu blishers also co mplained o f 
the 
ex pense 
o f 
hav ing 
perio d ically to “ cleanse” their 
mailing lists. Bu t a fed eral 
co u rt d ecid ed , in ano ther ru ling, 
that this was a bu rd en the law 
co u ld legitimately impo se. 
“ (The) co st o f co mply ing with 
the statu te,” said the co u rt, “ is 
less than o ne cent per name, a 
fractio n o f the co st o f po stage, 
and is no t u nd u ly bu rd enso me.” 
What abo u t the risk that 
{lenalties will' be impo sed o n the 
inno cent, fo r mailings sent by 
mistak e? One wo rried printer 
raised that po int in co u rt, say ­ 
ing that co mpu ter erro rs might 
su bject him to pu nishment u n­ 
fairly . 
Ho wev er, the co u rt said the 
statu te wo u ld simply no t apply 
in tho se circu mstances. There 
wo u ld be no criminal o ffense, 
the co u rt o bserv ed , when there 
was no criminal intent.

J ose ph’s 
statement 
The 
senseless, 
despicable 
shooting of Det Tom Schadler 
has again called public attention 
to the need for quick , decisive 
action on the part of Benton 
Harbor city officials to deal with 
the problem of crim e, and its 
awful effects on every citizen, 
and especially on the tax pay er 
who IS footing the hill to run a 
city 
It has been said that crim e is 
the city ’s m ajor problem 
I 
agree, it is one of the m ajor 
problem s. But. in order to ef­ 
fectively fight crim e and put a 
stop to recurring and frequent 
acts of violence we must attack 
it on three fronts. 
VVe must wage an all-out a s ­ 
sault on all ty pes of crim e from 
purse-snatchings and petty la r­ 
ceny to arm ed hold-ups and the 
most heinous crim e of all—the 
tak ing of another’s life. VVe 
must get tough and let would-be 
perpetrators of such crim es 
k now that we will not tolerate it 
and they will not escape un­ 
punished. But, crim e cannot be 
dealt with as a separate entity 
apart from its m ajor causes. 
Too many city residents are 
suffering from lack of adequate 
housing. Such substandard liv­ 
ing conditions are demoralizing 
and 
dehum anizing. 
To 
be 
deprived of such a fundamental 
and basic need causes alienation 
and hostility , two basic reasons 
why crim es are committed. 
The 
high 
rate 
of 
unemploy ment in the city leaves 
too many people with too much 
time on their hands. This fact, 
coupled 
with 
the 
severe 
economic hardships resulting 
from 
prolonged 
periods 
of 
unem ploy m ent leave m any so 
desperate they resort to extra- 
legal m eans .just to secure a 
subsistence level of income. 
To he sure, crim e cannot be 
justified or explained away , 
solely hy sociological theory 
Not all crim es are com m itted 
iK'cause the person is alienated, 
frustrated, 
unem ploy ed, 
or 
deprived. 
However, 
if we are truly 
serious about eradicating crim e 
from our city , we cannot afford 
to ignore an> factors that may 
contribute to it. Therefore, a 
concentrated m assive effort to 
curb crim e and to resolve the 
underly ing causes that nurture 
its continuance is our priority 
item of business. 
Some may ask why the city 
com mission has not adopted a 
stronger policy in the areas of 
police enforcem ent and crim e 
control. O thers may wonder 
whv I have not. as the chief 
executive of the city , tak en the 
adm inistrative action necessary 
to 
im plem ent 
effective 
and 
decisive m easures needed to 
stop the escalating crim e rate. 
The reason is not due to a lack 
of concern or desire on the part 
of 
the 
city 
com m ission 
or 
my self. Rather, we find our­ 
selves without the authority to 
deal directly with the police 
departm ent due to the present 
charier. 
And if the new charter passes, 
we will be in a worse position 
because more authority is being 
tak en away from the elected of­ 
ficials and given to the hired 
officials, who are not elected by 
the people. 
Not many of our residents are 
aware we do not have the power 
to direct thc' various dc'part 
m ents supported by the ta x­ 
pay er’s money , even though we 
are the elected city officials. 
The safety , health, and wel­ 
fare of our residents is too im ­ 
portant to leave to bureaucrats 
who are not directly accountable 
to the people. 
An all-out concentrated attack 
on crim e will be possible as city 
residents dem and that such ac­ 
tion be tak en and support their 
elected city officials in pursuing 
the necessary way s and means 
of elim inating thK blight trf*m

must be made below the ther- 
mostat settings used in the 
corresponding month of 1972. 


Buildings heated with gas, 


electricity or coal are not 
included in this order. 
• 


The Federal Energy Office 


said it was making Jan. 15 "the 
implementation date for all 
provisions" — regardless of 
varying dates of legal effec- 
tiveness — because of substan- 
tial revisions that made it 
"impractical to expect Instan- 
taneous compliance." 


The administration has had 


mandatory allocation programs 
in effect for propane since last 
Oct. 2 and for middle distillate 
oils, including home heating oil 
and diesel fuel^since Nov. 1. 


But they are* relatively crude 


systems, assigning priorities to 
certain classes of users, but 
without the detailed quantities, 
percentages, and thermostat 
reductions imposed by the new 
regulations. 


Rules for gasoline, butane 


gas, home heating oil and diesel 
fuel take effect Jan. 11, replac- 
ing existing programs in effect 
until then.

TITUSVILLE, Fla. (AP) — Police hope infrared photographs 


will show whether any more bodies have been buried in an area in 
which the remains of four females have been found since 
Thanksgiving. 


Authorities said 12 females between the ages of 12 and 20 have 


been reported missing in the area recently. 


An Air Force plane photographed the strip of orange groves and 


pine woods Thursday with cameras loaded with infrared film. And 
photo experts from the National Aeronatic and Space Adminis- 
tration were to team with police investigators today to study the 
pictures. 


Police said any other burial sites in the strip — eight miles long 


and less than a mile wide — might show up in the pictures as hot 
spots from the heat given off by decaying organic material. 


Brevard County Sheriff Leigh Wilson said he also would have 


teams comb the strip across the Indian River from Cape 
Canaveral again today. 


The latest skeleton to be unearthed was of a 12-to 14-year-old 


girl. It was was found Thursday in an orange grove. Another body 
was found Christmas morning; and two others, both shot in the 
head, were found in late November. 


"You find four girls dead in an orange grove, and there must be 


a link," said Wilson. 


His chief investigator, S. R. DeWitt agreed: "In my opinion, they 


are connected. At this time we have nothing to indicate the con- 
trary." 


The body found Christmas day was identified Thursday as that 


of Carolyn Jan Bennett, 17, of nearby Mims. She had been missing 
since Nov. 11. 


DeWitt said the fourth body was found by officers searching for 


clues in Miss Bennett's death. 


The first body was that of Paula Haniric, 22, of Titusville. It was 


found at the north end of ttie strip. A few days later, the body of 
Nancy Gerry, 25, also of Titusville, was found near Mims, about 
two-thirds of the way down the strip. 


The bodies of Miss Bennett and the girl were half a mile apart 


and about 1% miles south of Mims, DeWitt said. 


Police said two of the victims were last seen while hitchhiking. 
"These were brutal murders," said Wilson, adding that two of 


the victims had their hands tied behind their backs and all four 
had been at least partially stripped of clothing.

Bradburn added that the St. Joseph jurist will remain in the 


hospital several weeks. He was admitted to Memorial's intensive 
care unit Tuesday, suffering from chest pains. 


The 51-year-old judge is not permitted visitors other than 


members of his immediate family. 


Ford No. 1 In Presidential Poll 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Harris poll reports that Vice 


President Gerald R. Ford placed ahead of Democratic Sens. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts and Henry M. Jackson 
of Washington in a recent survey involving potential 1976 
presidential contenders. 


Results of the poll, released Thursday, indicated that the 


proportion of undecided voters was large enough to change the 
outcome in a possible race between Ford, a Michigan 
Republican, and cither Democrat. 


Figures in the Harris survey were: 
—Ford, 48 per cent; Kennedy, 44 per cent; 8 per cent unsure.

"If the 197K elections were being held today, and you had to 
choose, would you vote for Gerald Ford on the Republican 
ticket for president or for Sen.

Not quite a hundred years ago the 


Republican National Committee called 
upon William Tecumseh Sherman to 
accept a draft nomination for the 1876 
campaign. 


The Civil War general, noted for his 


salty 
evaluations, reponded, 
"If 


nominated, I will not accept. If elect- 
ed, I will not serve." 


For 
some 
reason 
beyond our 


comprehension, most brethren in our 
line of business, ascribe the general's 
comment as equal to the inscription 
which Moses brought down from Mt. 
Sinai. 


This extraordinary praise has one 


understandable reason behind it. The 
Fifth Estate sees so many self starters 
promoting themselves into high places 
:hat it is refreshing to note a man of 
merit not wanting to hustle himself 
into another job. 


The reaction, however, does exhibit 


a complete lack of knowledge on the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
Sher- 


man's declination. 


As the Union general who had left 


many Southern states in tatters during 
the Civil War, he knew he would lose 
every vote in those states due to be 
enfranchised to vote in 1876. 


He also r.ealized the G.O.P. high 


command was in dire need of a can- 
didate to wash away the bad taste from 
the scandals in the Grant Administra- 
tion. Sherman had no intention of be- 
ing a fall guy, 


Before his confirmation as Vice 


President, Jerry Ford was being 
pushed for a repetition of Sherman's 
stance. 


The shove came from both sides of 


the political fence and still does. 


Knowledgeable Democrats feel that 


Nixon may have picked a winner for 
the 1976 campaign if Ford should 
decide the Vice Presidency is not the 
end of the line for himself. 


The latest Harris poll supports that 


hunch. It gives Ford a 48 per cent 
plurality as against 44 per cent for 
Teddy Kennedy and 
considerably 


fewer points for Senator Jackson. 
There is no assurance this straw poll' 
would hold up as 1976 draws closer. 
Neither is there any indication it will 
deteriorate. 


. Ambitious Republicans are pressing 
Ford to announce a purely caretaker 
role. 


Nelson Rockefeller resigned a few 


weeks ago as governor of New York 
state to devote full time on target 
practice for the 1976 campaign, and 
Illinois' Senator Charles Percy has all 
but said he hopes to drive a chariot 


through the Republican convention 
hall. 


Though speaking for their own ends, 


Percy and Rockefeller adopt common 
language in saying Ford's first duty is 
to the current Administration. What it 
means is they hope Jerry will go down 
the drain with Nixon. 


Watergate to the contrary, politics is 


not all bad if only that no human ins- 
titution or endeavor is free from it. 


It is to human nature what the liver 


is to the body. The liver manufactures 
several chemicals absolutely vital to 
life and when it ceases to function 
that's the time to tell the undertaker to 
stand by. 


Put three people together in any 


circumstance, in a house, an office, a 
church, a school, you name it, and 
within five minutes each will be play- 
ing off one against the other person. 


This may not be what Jesus, Con- 


fucius, Mohammed and the other great 
religionists taught, but that's the way 
we humans try to get things done. 


If people did not pursue this imper-

"There is little similarity between Mr. 
Ford's voting record and mine, but I 
have come to the conclusion that he 
would be a steady and a decent and a 
believable President." 


The Senator did not mean to imply 


the time is nigh for the lion and the 
lamb to lie down together; only that 
bargains are not a thing of the past. 


Senator Sam Gives Word 
To His Aging Colleagues 


The nationwide recognition gained 


for Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr. through his 
chairmanship of the Senate Watergate 
committee dramatizes his decision not 
to seek re-election next year. That is a 
good thing, for Ervin's comments on 
this occasion could serve as a model 
for aged holders of elective office. 


: Ervin, known as something of a 
constitutional scholar is one of the 
Senate's most distinguished members. 
But he is 77 years old, a circumstance 
which prompted this enlightening 
comment: "If I should seek re-election 
in 1974, I would be asking North 
Carolinians to return me to the Senate 
for a term which would extend beyond 
the 84th anniversary of my birth. Since 
time takes a constantly accelerating 
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toll of those of us who live many years, 
it simply is not reasonable for me to 
assume that my eye will remain un- 
dimmed and my natural force unabat- 
ed for so long a time." 


The ancients in Congress 
are 


generally not inclined to adopt this 
view of their prospects. Even though 
aware of the decline in their powers, 
they tend to cling to office at all costs. 
The bulk of the cost in such cases is 
paid by such an officeholder's consti- 
tuents, since no man of great age has 
the energy and endurance — some- 
times not even the alertness — to serve 
them as well as might be. 


Shades Of Caesar 


Julius Caesar was more than the 


conqueror of Gaul and the ruler of the 
Roman Empire. He was also, unof- 
ficially, the world's first traffic com- 
missioner, a distinction he achieved by 
banning chariots from the center of 
Rome from sunrise to sunset. 


To have done otherwise, historians 


say, would have permitted daily traffic

mail. Anyone so inclined could 
place his or her name on a 
special list to be kept by the 
Post Office. Sending such ads to 
those on the list was made a 
crime. 


By now, with thousands 'of 


names on the list, enough time 
has gone by for this law to be 
tested and clarified in the 
courts. 


To begin with, the basic idea 


has been held constitutional, 
even though it involves some 
limitation on the freedom of the 
press. The Supreme Court has 
ruled that, just as a householder 
can bar unwanted salesmen 
from his doorway, so he can bar 
unwanted ads from his mailbox. 
The Court said the advertiser's 
right to communicate does not 
outrank 
the 
right 
of 
the 


householder to be let alone. 


To hold otherwise, added the 


Court, "would make hardly 
more sense than to say that a 
television viewer may not twist 
the dial to cut off an offensive or 
boring communication." 


Publishers also complained of 


the 
expense 
of 
having' 


periodically to "cleanse" then- 
mailing lists. But a federal 
court decided, in another ruling, 
that this was a burden the law 
could legitimately impose. 


"(The) cost of complying with 


the statute," said the court, "is 
less than one cent per name, a 
fraction of the cost of postage, 
and is not unduly burdensome." 


What about the risk that 


penalties will' be imposed on the 
innocent, for mailings sent by 
mistake? One worried printer 
raised thai point in court, say- 
ins thai computer errors might 
subject him to punishment un- 
fairly. 


However, the court said the 


statute would simply not apply 
in those circumstances. There 
would be no criminal offense, 
the court observed, when there 
was no criminal intent.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - A 


lot of politicans and political 
thinkers don't want to see a 
repeat in 1976 of the confused, 
strung-out setup of 23 primaries 
which presidential candidates 
had to confront in 1972. 


It was no surprise, then, when 


a cluster of more than 50 U.S., 
state and local political office- 
holders; scholars and other 
specialists, gathered at Colum- 
bia University's American As- 
sembly in a mountaintop man- 
sion, voted strongly for a series 
of regional primaries to be held 
on staggered dates in future 
presidential years. 


The idea is not new. Oregon's 


Sen. Robert Packwood has such 
a proposal. Generally, it is seen 
as an attractive variant on the 
concept of a fully national 
primary, lo be held on a single 
day. Sens. Mike Mansfield and 
George Aiken have tossed that 
one inlo Ihe hopper. 


But sentiment runs against 


the national primary, and it 
found no measurable support at 
Columbia's Arden House. The 
objections are many, including 
the nolions that it would in ef- 
fect give us two national elec- 
tions, would be costly, and 
because of its 
geographical

proposal into the document. 


Judging from the panel talk 


and t'he limited final 
floor 


debate, there seemed lo be a 
feeling that presidential can- 
didates could reasonably be ex- 
pected to campaign in effective 
on-scene confrontalion under 
Ihe regional plan, so long as Ihe 
actual voting dales for Ihe 
various cluslered primaries 
were staggered and they gained 
some 
interim 
time 
for 


rethinking and recuperation. 


Most vocal advocates of the 


system al Arden House sug- 
gested that maybe five regional 
primary groupings would do il. 
For instance, there might be 
one for the Pacific stales, 
anolher for Ihe Mountain and 
Plains stales, one for Ihe Soulh, 
and so on. Some-parlicipants 
though that, in a given region, 
all stales ought not to be 
included each time, but that a 
round-robin effect could be in- 
Iroduced - with those stales 
left out of Ihe primary piclure in 
one presidential year picked up 
in the next one in place of 
others. 


Not only at the Assembly, of

Air Bag Fight 


WASHINGTON - The Nixon 


Administration has launched a 
campaign to persuade state 
legislatures to make the use of 
automobile belts mandatory. 


It is a 
signal that the 


Department of Transportation 
(DOT) has hardened its resis- 
tance lo Ihe air-bag concept, a 
passive restraint system which 
demands no inconvenience of 
the motorist. Most major auto 
manufacturers are opposed to 
air bags, and DOT has been 
reluctant 
to establish 
the 


requirements that would force 
bag development and installa- 
tion. 


The timing of the new auto 


safety campaign is less than 
spectacular. Most molorists are 
currently worried not about 
possible accidents but about 
having enough gas to drive their 
cars at all. And the next few 
years ought to be safer than 
ever before on Ihe highways in 
any evenl, because molorists 
are being forced lo drive at 
slower speeds and traffic will be 
reduced by the gas shortage.

awful,effects on every citizen, 
and especially on the tax-payer 
who is footing the bill to run a 
city 


It has been said that crime is 


the city's major problem. I 
agree, it is one of the major 
problems. But, in order to ef- 
fectively fight crime and put a 
stop to recurring and frequent 
acts of violence we must attack 
it on three fronts. 


We must wage an all-out as- 


sault on all types of crime from 
purse-snatchings and petty lar- 
ceny to armed hold-ups and the 
most heinous crime of all—the 
taking of another's life. We 
must get tough and let would-be 
perpetrators of such crimes 
know that we will not tolerate it 
and they will not escape un- 
punished. But, crime cannot be 
dealt with as a separate entity 
apart from its major causes. 


Too many city residents are 


suffering from lack of adequate 
housing. Such substandard liv- 
ing conditions are demoralizing 
and 
dehumanizing. 
To 
be 


deprived of such a fundamental 
and basic need causes alienation 
and hostility, two basic reasons 
why crimes are committed. 


The 
high 
rate 
of 


unemployment in the city leaves 
too many people with too much 
lime on their hands. This fact, 
coupled 
with 
the 
severe 


economic hardships resulting 
from 
prolonged 
periods of 


unemployment leave many so 
desperate they resort to extra- 
legal means just to secure a 
subsistence level of income. 


To be sure, crime cannot be 


justified or explained away, 
solely by sociological theory. 
Not all crimes are committed 
because the person is alienated, 
frustrated, 
unemployed, 
or 


deprived. 


However, if we are 
truly 


serious about eradicating crime 
from our city, we cannot afford 
to ignore any factors that may 
contribute to it. Therefore, a 
concentrated massive effort to 
curb crime and to resolve the 
underlying causes that nurture 
its continuance is our priority 
item of business. 


Some may ask why the city 


commission has not adopted a 
stronger policy in the areas of 
police enforcement and crime 
control. Others may wonder 
why I have not, as the chic-f 
executive of the city, taken the 
administrative action necessary 
to implement 
effective and 


decisive measures needed to 
stop the escalating crime rate. 


The reason is not due to a lack 


of concern or desire on the part 
of 
the city commission or 


myself. Rather, we find our- 
selves without the authority to 
deal directly with the police 
department due to the present 
charter. 


And if the new charter passes, 


we will be in a worse position 
because mure authority is being 
taken away from the elected of- 
ficials and given to the hired 
officials, who are not elected by 
the people. 


Not many of our residents are 


aware we do not have the power 
lo direct the various depart- 
ments supported by Ihe lax- 
payer's money, even though we 
are the elected city officials. 


The safety, health, and wel- 


fare of our residents is too im- 
portant to leave to bureaucrats 
who are not directly accountable 
to the people. 


An all-out concentrated attack

Teen Admits Long Series 


Of Dowagiac Break-Ins

DOWAGIAC — A 14-year-old boy has been arrested by Dowagiac 


city police in connection with a reported 20 to 30 break-ins here, 
including Dowagiac Community State bank early Thursday 
morning. 


Police Chief George Grady said the arrest had cleared up the 


break-ins which occurred over the past several months in the city. 
Four other juveniles have been implicated in the break-ins and 
several more still have to be questioned, according to Grady. The 
youths were apparently operating as a loosely-knit gang, some- 
times working together, the chief indicated. . 


The one youth was arrested shortly after 2 a.m. Thursday, after 


three city police officers followed tracks in the snow through the 
streets and alleys of Dowagiac. All of the youths involved are 
white, Grady said. 


Grady said the officers found a youth inside Behnke's paint 


store, Wesf Railroad street, but that upon seeing the officers the 
youth fled to a private garage about a block away where he was 
taken into custody. 


It was later learned the boy had entered the bank that same 


night by prying open the bank's front door with a heavy knife. The 
youth was reported to have opened two teller's drawers. Nothing 
.was taken, according to police. 


Andrew Maseyko, FBI agent at Benton Harbor, who said the 


break-in was a federal offense, reported however, that Assistant 
U.S. Ally. Spies decided to defer possible federal prosecution in 
favor of the Cass county juvenile authorities because the bank 
suffered no loss and the youth's age. 


Maseyko said the boy told him he entered the bank 10 «M war" 


and look around. 


Grady said the youth was apparently the leader of the youll^ 


involved in the rash of break-ins. He said "about every church in 
town," local busineses, homes and garages had been entered. 


Grady said the boy would wait until his parents were asleep

Undetermined amounts of petty cash were taken in the rash of 


break-ins but it was presumably spent, according to Grady. Other 
stolen items were apparently given away, according to Grady.

'watched as carefully coiffcd 
actresses, playing their coun- 
terparts in television commer- 
cials,

wilh 
bigger 


washers and driers, garbage 
disposals, 
electric 
mixers, 


knives and can openers, and 
made their lives easier with 
petroleum-derived plastic bags, 
detergents and waxes. 


Indeed, for years, it was the

who 


steadfastly refused to give 
Americans small domestic cars 


until they realized their cus- 
tomers were buying imported 
cars.

jets, helicopters, limousines, 
and homes at the far reaches of 
the American continent. 


How manv cummuters sluck 


in traffic jams on federally 
subsidized highways leading lo 
Los Angeles, the epitome of a 
world the auto created, have 
dreamed of a smog-free alter- 
native, such as high speed,
